The secretary de 
dined to answer the 
numerous in 
quiries in regard to the matter early in 
the evening and Imperial! ‘was “ not at 
home.”

Blaine has prepared an answer to the 
message of Premier Rudini. The fact

In the opimon c f the meeting it was a 
dangerous proposition, as it granted un­ 
limited power to the oommon council to 
issue bonds for soy purpose a majority of 
that body saw bt.

have been made.

Janesville Congregationalists were not 
a little surprised at the news regarding 
Rev. T. P. Sawm published in The Ga­ 
zette.
